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Experiment... 
Minus Failure 


Did you ever imagine yourself present 
for an atomic bomb test? There would 
be a feeling of tenseness, of precaution; 
you would be able to see the lives of 
many people being influenced perma- 
nently by the results of the experiment. 


The same sort of atmosphere can be 
detected this weekend as Clarke begins 
the third biennial SLC congress. Dele- 
gates are prepared with specific ideas for 
improving our student government; stu- 
dent leaders have outlined the agenda; 
and a faculty committee is ready to ap- 


prove the best recommendations of the - 


congress. 


But the comparison should not be 
carried too far. That word ‘‘experi- 
ment’’ implies the possibility of failure 
and it is up to us to rule that out by our 
concern for success. 


We voted to adopt an honor system 
this year. It could have happened any 
other time, before or after our few years 
at Clarke. But we were the privileged 
ones to witness and to be instrumental 
in the development of a student govern- 
ment based on individual honor. 


The system will require technical 
changes in the Clarke handbook, in 
freshman orientation and in our atti- 
tudes toward many of the old rules. But 
these incidental changes will follow nat- 
urally if there is first a spirit of coopera- 
tion and interest. 


Any assembly which convenes for the 
purpose of adjusting the living and 
working conditions of a group is impor- 
tant. But the SLC congress has a par- 
ticular importance. There is probably 
no parallel in any other college in the 
country right now. We have the un- 
usual concession of being allowed to 
form an influential student group to dis- 
cuss and give positive proposals for the 
improvement of our college. 


Consider the congress as an immediate 
occasion to increase individual develop- 
ment and to improve Clarke. In that 
spirit the efforts of the delegates will not 
depreciate into a session of merely ask- 
ing privileges—a session in which we 
take on more responsibilities than we 
can handle. This is our chance to watch 
the wheels grind in a democratic student 
government. 


Voting Is Promoting 


Within the next few weeks we shall 
be having our school elections. The 
electing of good leaders to fill the vari- 
ous offices is an important matter. 


We speak of honor in regard to per- 
forming our duties, conforming to 
Clarke standards and exercising our 
privileges. Choosing those whom we 
deem worthy and capable to represent 
Clarke is a concern of honor. It means 
that we must be objective and honest 
with ourselves in our choosing. Person- 
alities must not enter into our choice. 


When we speak of officers we really 
think of leaders, and leaders should be 
the best products of a school. 


What are the qualifications of a good 
leader? She takes an active interest in all 
school functions, her mind is alert to 
what is going on and what has to be 
done and she efficiently and effectively 
does her part at the right time. A good 
leader is sincere, reliable and loyal to her 
faculty and to the student body. A good 
follower is likewise loyal to the faculty, 
student body and her elected officers. 
Choose leaders to whom you can give 
that loyalty. 

Let’s elect leaders whom we would be 
proud to see representing Clarke at an 
NSA convention, at a class meeting or 
at any convocation program.
